Johnson Gets 
a Big Naples 
Welcome 


NAPLES, Italy (AP) - 
Vice 


President 'Lyndon 
B. Johnson 


brought his goodwill tour to Na- 
ples'today and won the warmest, 
wildest welcome of his Italian 
stay. 


Neapolitans by the thousands 


lined the streets of this colorful 
southern city that has sent mil- 
lions of immigrants to America. 
The crowds cheered, chanted, ap- 
plauded, waved and shouted. 


• In a speech at the Naples air- 
port, Johnson hailed the city as 
"a. gateway for Americans corn- 
ing to Italy and Europe and a 
gateway for Italians going to 
America." 


Unlike Rome,'which gave John- 


son a polite but casual welcome 
when he arrived Tuesday, this 
city of 1,250,000 greeted the Amer- 
ican vice president like a long- 
lost son. 


Johnson, who last visited Naples 


as a congressman in June 1945, 
greeted Naples like a man com- 
ing home. 


At the U.S. consulate, overlook- 


ing the sun-spangled Bay of Na- 
ples, Johnson, perspiring in the 
summer sun, told a group of 250 
Italian' immigrants preparing to 
leave, for the United States: 


"This is one of the most genuine 


and thrilling experiences of my 
life. You don't know how happy I 
am, howi humble! I feel to come 
here to Naples." 


Scores of Italians, tears in their 


eyes, pushed and pressed against 
the vice president, calling our 
phrases like "I have seven chil- 
dren in America," "God bless 
your country—my daughter lives 
there." 


At the end of Johnson's brief 


speech, a young dark-haired beau- 
ty came to the platform and tried 
to kiss him on the cheek. 


Prom the consulate, Johnson 


drove along the long Naples wa- 
terfront and visited a shipyard, 
where he shook hands and chat- 
ted with workers.

Jobs Probably 
Look Better 
This Month

NEW YORK (AP)—Jobs, or lack 


nf them, one of the nation's stickl 
est problems, could look a bit bet- 
ter this month. 


Part of the better look will be 


quite real. Auto production is due 
to rise sharply this month. Thus, 
one of the key industries will be 
doing its bit. Steel production is 
also due to rise a trifle. This basic 
industry! will look healthier any- 
way, even if it doesn't swell its 
employment rolls much. 
' Part of the better look in unem- 
ployment wil] be seasonal and 
largely a matter of statistics. A 
lot of students, and professors, 
will go back to sdiool. This' wil!1 
cut employment totals insofar as 
they held seasonal jobs. It wilt 
also cut unemployment totals, in- 
sofar as those who didn't find such 
lobs get out of the ranks of the 
unemployed and out of the labor 
force. 


But any such improvement in 


the statistics—in the totals and in 
the percentages—Is unlikely to sat- 
isfy those who are fighting the, 
basic problem. There will still be 
too many unemployed, too large 
a percentage of the total labor 
force, and too many with seeming- 
ly slim chances of finding work. 


The battle lines are 
sharply 


joined now. 


The administration all along has 


plugged for a faster rate of eco- 
nomic growth. That means more 
expansion, more production, more 
consumption. Its ideas of achiev- 
ing this have covered a wide 
range, from faster depreciation al- 
lowances for tax purposes to en- 
courage corporations to modernize 
plants and build new ones to tax 
cuts next year for both business 
and consumers so that each will1 


have more to spend. 


Many businessmen and their or- 


ganizations have 
seen 
greater 


profits as the solution. Prospects 
of good profits would induce In- 
vestors to put capital into new 
ventures. Fatter profits on current 
Business would furnish cash for 
expansion or modernization and 
would make lenders willing to fi- 
nance such projects. The greater 
profits would come from: higher 
prices, lower 
production costs, 


lower taxes, or greater efficiency. 
None of the four is easy 
to 


achieve, all admit. 


Organized labor, saying it is 


tired of waiting, is now plugging 
for a cut in the standard work 
week to 35 hours from 40. It con- 
tends this would create more jobs, 
if the present production pace is 
to be maintained. And with the 
new jobs would come increased 
purchasing power, and presuma- 
bly a greater demand for goods 
and services, and thus a meas- 
ure of economic growth.
